April  17,  1950,  "Elder  B",  as  he  was  affectionately  known, 
arrived  in  Auckland  with  his  wife  and  four  children,  and  began 
an  era  in  the  church  within  New  Zealand  that  will  be  remem- 
bered for  years  to  come.  With  his  devotion,  loyalty  and  hard 
work  and  great  organising  ability,  he  was  instrumental  in  the 
building  of  12  chapels  in  New  Zealand,  the  Church  College 
buildings  and  the  New  Zealand  Temple.  Besides  these  edifices, 
he  has  built  the  souls  of  many  young  men  and  women.  His 
counsel  and  concern  for  his  fellowmen  will  be  one  of  many 
attributes  that  will  linger  in  the  lives  of  labour  missionaries  who 
served  under  him. 

His  death  on  April  5,  1973,  at  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah,  was  a 
day  of  great  sorrow  to  thousands  of  Church  Members  through- 
out the  world,  but  more  especially  in  New  Zealand. 

Cleo  Smith,  Patriarch  of  the  Hamilton  South  Stake,  who 
attended  the  funeral,  reports  that  the  service  was  attended  by 
old  labour  missionaries,  including  many  of  the  crew  leaders  who 
served  under  him  at  the  College/Temple  project.  His  six  sons 
served  as  pall-bearers.  Speakers  included:  Cleo  Smith,  Elder 
Robert  L.  Simpson,  Wendell  B.  Mendenhall  and  Ra  Puriri.  A 
Polynesian  Chorus,  including  Moses  and  Jono  Wihongi,  sang 
two  items. 

Sister  Audrey  Biesinger,  through  the  initiative  of  college 
labour  missionaries  and  Elder  Mendenhall,  visited  New  Zealand 
in  June  1973.  Many  tears  of  joy  and  sorrow  were  shed  at  the 
special  meetings  she  attended  in  memory  of  her  husband. 

The  photographs  on  the  opposite  page  were  taken  by  the 
late  Hans  Gilgen  at  the  opening  of  the  'GRB'  on  October  17, 
1960,  which  was  built  as  a  token  of  respect  and  admiration  by 
the  labour  missionaries  during  Brother  'B's  absence  for  a  few 
weeks  in  1960.  When  he  returned;  to  his  surprise,  a  new 
building  had  been  added  to  the  campus.

1973  Yearbook  Message 

Fifteen  years  ago  a  holy  prophet  stood  at  Church 
College  in  the  auditorium  which  bore  his  name  and 
dedicated  the  buildings,  grounds,  and  all  the  facilities 
to  the  Lord.  As  we  read  his  dedicatory  prayer 
again  and  again  we  are  impressed  with  the  divine 
nature  of  his  calling  as  a  prophet  and  of  the  destiny  of 
the  college. 

In  referring  to  the  auditorium  itself  he  said,  "If  any- 
one comes  in  to  scoff,  may  he  remain  to  pray."  Of  the 
gymnasium  he  prayed,  "If  any  man,  or  men,  enter  with 
evil  purposes  in  mind,  may  the  spirit  of  the  occasion  be 
such  that  they  will  leave."  These  blessings  have  been 
fulfilled  many  times. 

In  both  statements  he  was  talking  about  the  changing 
of  attitudes  through  the  spirit  which  exists  here,  created 
by  the  students  and  people  who  live  and  work  here 
together  with  the  holy  spirit.  It  remains  our  charge  and 
responsibility  to  reinforce  that  special  feeling  through 
our  actions.  This  spirit  will  grow  to  influence  the  lives 
of  countless  others  as  we  live  and  learn  together  in  the 
atmosphere  of  love  and  harmony  which  is  the  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

Later  President  McKay  prayed,  "May  their  teaching 
ideals  ever  be  that  'Character  is  higher  than  intellect;  a 
great  soul  is  fit  to  live  as  well  as  to  think'."  While 
educators  worldwide  debate  the  issues  as  to  their 
responsibility  to  teach  moral  values,  our  course  is  clear. 
May  our  Heavenly  Father  bless  us  that  we  may  be 
worthy  to  receive  the  blessings  promised  in  that  dedi- 
catory prayer.

Within  this  building  exist  the  financial  nerves,  executive 
management  suite,  counselling  centre,  communications  and 
expulsions,  and  the  tonsorial  art. 

Heading  this  intricate  network  is  the  brains/brawn?  — 
Sister  Elaine  Bush.  Her  job,  specifically,  is  to  ensure  that 
all  students  are  enrolled  properly,  control  all  examinations, 
provide  substitute  teachers,  supervise  all  student  passes 
home  or  else  where  and  generally  act  as  an  encyclopaedia 
for  all  sundry  inquiries  from  staff  and  pupils. 

The  Vice-Principal,  Brother  Robert  P.M.  Rangiuaia 
(Rangiwai),  is  concerned  with  standards  and  discipline, 
mainly  of  pupils.  Some  of  the  students,  behind  his  back, 
say,  "Who  does  he  think  he  is?  —  the  Prime  Minister?" 
Little  do  they  realise  that  his  initials  qualify  him  for  this 
role.  He  is  also  a  black  belt  exponent  of  the  tonsorial  art. 
His  secretary ,  June  Mallet,  will  linger  in  the  ears  of  students 
each  morning  —  "Have  a  happy  day.  The  thought  for  the 
day  is  .  .  ."  Other  duties  include  ensuring  that  students 
are  where  they  should  be  and  amassing  clothing  for  a 
boutique,  books  for  a  stationery  shop  and  footwear  for 
Hannah's. 

Principal,  Larry  Oler,  is  the  Executive  Manager.  What 
amazes  his  "coolies"  is  how  he  can  organise  his  family  life  — 
father  of  nine  children  -  manage  his  church  responsibilities  — 
be  Bishop  of  a  ward  —  and  still  be  a  Principal  of  Height, 
(literally  six  feet  four  inches).  His  secretary,  'Penny' 
Ferguson,  is  calm,  cool  and  collected  —  the  epitome  of  the 
cliche  —  see,  hear  but  never  speak. 

However,  the  heart  of  this  Nerve  Centre  is  undoubtedly 
the  Treasury  Department  with  Thomas  L.  Means  as 
Treasurer,  Bronc  Tangiora  as  his  assistant  and  two  typist- 
clerks,  Hira  Croft  and  Jeanette  Holland.  To  the  faculty, 
probably  the  most  important  man  is  Ray  Ritchie.  He 
arranges  faculty  and  staff  salaries  and  wages.  This  group 
operates  over  1000  accounts,  paying  for  all  expenses, 
e.g.  food  bill  for  500  students,  repair  and  maintenance 
work  in  all  faculty  homes  and  school  buildings,  etc.  As  a 
conservative  estimate,  it  would  cost  probably  in  excess  of 
$1000  per  pupil  to  keep  operative  the  college  facilities. 

Adjoining  the  Treasury  section  is  the  Temple  View  Post 
Office  controlled  by  Bill  Heperi.  He  has  approximately 
500  Thrift  Club  accounts  for  student  pocket  money, 
activity  fees,  etc.,  totalling  over  $37,000.  Also  full  postal 
services  are  available  to  the  public.  As  an  indication,  approx- 
imately 1000  articles  per  week  are  received  and  despatched. 

The  "Empathy"  of  "Feeling  With  People"  Centre  is  the 
Counselling  and  Vocational  Department.  Director,  Bob 
Perriton,  (when  he  is  here)  supervises,  and  in  addition, 
controls  overseas  church  university  placements  and  overseas 
students  attending  the  Church  College.  With  the  combined 
efficiency  of  the  other  counsellors,  Farina  McCarthy  and 
Wally  Tukukino,  the  Counselling  Centre  has  proved  to  be 
the  most  effective.  Assisting  in  organising  their  appoint- 
ments and  doing  the  clerical/typing  work  is  Christine 
Fowler.
